To  the  Wellington  (Salop;  Rural  District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  state 
of  your  District  for  the  year  ended  December  1908. 

I  submit  in  Tabulated  form  Statistics  of  Sickness  and  Mortality 
for  the  year. 

The  Mortality  of  the  District  shows  151  cases  from  all  causes 
as  compared  with  155  in  1907,  Of  this  number  12  died  belonging 
to  this  District  in  the  Salop  Infirmary  in  the  Wellington  Workhouse 
and  in  a  private  Institution  Birmingham. 

The  table  below  gives  the  number  of  Deaths  which  occured  in  the 
three  Registration  Districts  which  I  still  adopt  as  Localities  viz:

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The  amended  Sewerage  ana  Sewage  disposal  Schemes  for  the  Parish  of 
Hadley  and  the  Village  of  Admaston  have  teen  in  the  hands  of  expert 
Engineers  and  will  shortly  te  forwarded  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  approval. 

-£t  is  now  an  acknowl edged  fart  that  the  Sewage  disposal  Scheme  of 
the  Wellington  Urban  District  Council  is  practically  completed 

it  only  remains  to  te  seen  if  it  will  te  successful  in  removing 
the  long  standing  nuisance  and  river  pollution.  It  is  to  te  hoped 
that  it  may  prove  to  te  so. 

The  Council  will  have  to  seriously  consider  the  Sanitary 
Condition  of  Ketley,  as  at  the  present  time  it  is  in  anything  tut  a 
satisfactory  condition  and  the  existing  state  of  things  shoyld  not 
te  allowed  to  continue  longer  than  can  possihly  be  avoided. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Acts  1901 . 

There  are  in  the  District  9  Bakehouses  and  29  workshops.  2  were 

found  unsuitable  or  defective  in  Sanitary  accommodation  and  botfe 
were  remedied.

Cowsheds  &  Slaughter  Houses. 

There  axe  S4  Cowkeepers  and  Milksellers  Registered  in  the  District. 

They  have  all  been  Inspected  during  the  year  and  generally  found 
satisfactory. 

There  axe  16  slaughter  houses  in  the  District  and  131  visits 
have  been  made. 

.Epidemics. 

Measley  assumed  an  epidemic  form  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
year  and  extended  over  nearly  the  whole  of  the  District. 


It  wa.s 


of  a  very  mild  charactor  as  out  of  219  cases  only  two  proved  fatal. 

The  following  Schools  were  closed  in  consequenae  of  the  Measles 
Epidemic  viz:-  Lawley,  Hadley,  Kynnersley  and  Bolas,  Rodington 
Schools  were  closed  on  account  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Longdon  on 
account  of  Ghicken  Pox. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  Report  that  a  good  supply  o^  Water 
for  the  portion  o^  the  Parish  of  Wellington  Rural  viz:- 
Lawley  Bank  i&  to  he  provided  through  Dawley  Urban  District  Council 
and  that  the  work  is  progressing  rapidly  towards  completion. 

It  is  very  necessary  to  keep  in  view  the  want  of  a  good 
supply  for  the  lower  portion  of  the  parish  wnich  id  quite  as  baal^y 
in  need  of  water  as  the  upper  portion  end  I  sincerely  hope  that 
during  the  coming  year  if  you  will  be  able  to  obtain  a  supply  through 
the  Oakengates  Urban  District  Council. 

Certificates  for  occupation  of  9  Newly  erected  Houses  have 
been  granted  during  the  year. 

Qenered . 

The  District  on  the  whole  is  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  Sanitary 
condition  and  when  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage  disposal  Schemes  for  the 
Parish  o-0  Hadley  and  the  Village  of  Admaston  are  carried  out  and  the 
sanitation  of  Ketley  improved  better  by  a  general  Sewage  Disposal 

Scheme  or  other  measure  adopted  many  existing  nuisances  will  be 
removed. 

I  submit  with  this  Report  tables  and  Statistics  of  Sickness  end 
Mortality  in  the  District  as  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board  .
